Truman Chills

pute. 

He told his weekly press con- 
ference the three-day work week 
which has been in effect in the 
coal fields since Dec. 5, has not 
created emergency conditions re- 
quiring him to resort to the law 
he wants congress to repeal. 

He said again, as he has before, 
that he will use the law only if 
coal supplies dip so low as to 
affect the national health and 
safety. That point still hasn’t 
been reached, he said, and he 
has no idea when, or if, it will 
be. 

The president’s statement con- 
flicted with estimates of the coal 
situation by industry officials and 
Republican congressmen.
